1986 Bonds pursuant to the Guaranty 
Agreement for each fiscal year in which 
such suras are payable in its budget for 
that year; (ii) shall appropriate such 
amounts from its tax and other general 
revenues for the payment of such annual 
grants; and (iii) shall duly and punctually 
pay or cause to be paid from any of its

Such officers of the City are 
authorized to take other required, 
necessary and/or appropriate action 
icnluding, if necessary and/or 
appropriate, the preparation and filing of 
any statements required by Article II of 
the Debt Act that are necessary to 
qualify all or a portion of the debt of the 
City that is subject to exclusion from the 
appropriate debt limits of the City for 
exclusion from the appropriate debt 
limits. 

SECTION 9. The obiligations of the 
City as set forth in the Guaranty 
Agreement shall be payable, in the 
manner and at the times set forth in such 
Guaranty Agreement. 

SECTION 10. The obiligations of 
the City, as set forth in Paragraph 9, 
shall be payable from the tax and other 
general revenues of the City. 

SECTION 11. Proper officers of the 
City are authorized and directed to 
execute all documents and to do all other 
acts as may be necessary and proper to 
carry ou the intent and purpose of this 
Resolution and the undertakings of the 
City under the Guaranty Agreement. 

SECTION 12. Reference in this 
Resolution to specified officers of the 
City shall icnlude and shall be construed 
to include, if and as applicable, their 
respective successors in office.

GUARANTY AGREEMENT 

Between the Stadium Authority of the City of Pittsburgh and the City of Httsburgh 
relating to the Stadium Authority's Guaranteed Stadium Funding Bonds, Series 1986 

This Guaranty Agreement dated as of April 1, 1986 by and betwen the Stadium 
Authority of the City of Pittsburgh (hereinafter called the "Authority"), a body corporate 
and politic, organized and existing under the Public Auditorium Authorities Law, 
approved July 29, 1953, P.L. 1034, as amended and supplemented (the Auditorium 
Authorities Law”) of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania having been duly organized by 
the City of Pittsburgh, Allegheny County, Pennsylvania, party of the first part, and the 
City of Pittsburgh (hereinafter called the "City"), party of the second part (the 
"Guaranty Agreement”). 

WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS, the Authority, having been organized by the City, pursuant to the 
Auditorium Authorities Law, for the purpose of, among other thinp, to acquire, hold, 
construct, improve, maintain and operate, own and lease, either in the capacity of lessor 
or lessee, any structure appropriate for large public asemblies, the holding of 
conventions, sporting tournaments, athletic contests and exhibitions, musical and 
dramatic performances and other business, social, cultural, scientific and recreational 
events and all facilities necessary or incident thereto, including adequate off-street 
parking; and 
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WHEREAS, the Authority has constructed an all purpose stadium (the "Stadium") 
and related parking facilities in the City and has financed the Stadium and certain 
alterations, additions and repairs thereto with the proceeds derived from the sale of 
Authority bonds secured by annual grants made by the City; and 

WHEREAS, t he City has requested the Authority to pay certain monies which the 
Authority is obiligated to repay the City for certain operating grants in the amount of 
$19,957,697 which have been funded and $1,642,303 which are to be funded by the City 
pursuant to the Articles of Agreement dated July 1, 1965, as amended April 1, 1968 and 
December 1, 1985 which the Authority (the "Articles of Agreement"); and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the Articles of Agreement, the Authority has requested 
that certain operating expenses in the amount of $600,000 be retained by the Authority 
as an advance towards accured operating expenses; and 

EXHIBIT n B" 

WHEREAS, the Authority has sold its $21,000.00 principal amount of Guaranteed 
Stadium Funding Bonds, Series 1986 (the "Series 1986 Bonds") for the purpose of repaying 
and prepaying such contractual obligations; and 

WHEREAS, the City desires to make annual grants from current revenues to teh 
Authority to provide for the debt service on the Series 1986 Bonds, and the City desires 
to enter into this Guaranty Agreement to provide for the annual grants; and 

WHEREAS, the Series 1986 Bonds are being issued under and pursuant to the 
Auditorium Authorities Law and Resolution adopted by the Authority on March 17, 1986 
(the "Resolution") appointing Pittsburgh National Bank, as Paying Agent (the "Paying 
Agent"); and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to its Resolution the Authority has requested the City to 
consent to the issuance of the Series 1986 Bonds and also to agree to make annual grants 
tot eh Authority to assit it in defraying the debt service requirements on the Series 1986 
Bonds; and 

WHEREAS, Section 4.01 of the Resolution requires the Authority to deliver to the 
Paying Agent, as a condition precedent to the authentication by the Paying Agent of the 
Series 1986 Bonds, an executed counterpart of this Guaranty Agreement, together with 
an assignment by the Authority to the Paying Agent of this Guaranty Agreement and the 
moneys payable hereunder; and 

WHEREAS, the Authority and the City have been advised and believe that this 
Guaranty Agreement between the Authority and the City is desireable in order to enable 
the Authority to carry ou the purposes for which it was created; 

NOW, THEREFORE, the parties hereto in consideration of the agreements, 
covenants and conditions herein contained, and intending to be legally bound, convenant 
and agree as follows: 

SECTION 1. The City hereby consents to the issuance fo the Series 1986 Bonds and 
convenants and agrees to pay to the Authority, or its assigns, as annual grants hereunder, 
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an amount in each year equal to the annual debt service requirements on the Seties 1986 
BoNds on each day immediately preceding each day when any payment of principal or 
interest is due, whether at maturity or upon earlier redemption, on the Series 1986 
Bonds. 

SECTION 2. It is understood and agreed that the annual payments, contributions or 
grants to be made by the City shall be payable out of its current revenues on the dates 
and at the places and in the manner specified herein and that the City shall include such 
amount in its budget for the year in which such amount is payable and shall appropriate 
and pay such amount when due. For the purposes of such budgeting, appropriation and 
payment, the City hereby pledges its full faith, credit and taxing power. 

SECTION 3. It is understood and agreed that the annual grants payable hereunder 
shall continue to be payable at the times and in the amounts herein specific, irrespective 
of whether or not any or all of the Stadium shall have been wholly or partially destroyed, 
and irrespective of the taking of the Stadium or any portion thereof by condemnation or 
otherwise, the lawful or unlawful prohibition of the Authority's use thereof, the 
interference with such use by any public or private person or corporation, the sale or 
lease of such facility, or any eviction by paramount title, and that this agreement shall 
ne be terminate prior to the expiration of its terra, nor shall there by any abatement of 
or redemption of any annual grant, for any cause whatsoever, whether similar or 
disimilar to any of the foregoing, and present or future law to teh contray 
notwithstanding. The convenants of the City to pay the annual grants are and shall be 
deemed separate and indepedent convenants, and the City shall have no right of set-off, 
reocupment or counterslaim aganist the Authority or the Paying Agent as assignee of the 
Authority. 

SECTION 4. The Authority convenants and agrees that it will use the proceeds 
received from the sale of the Series 1986 Bonds solely to provide funds to pay or repay 
the operational grants advanced or to be advanced, by City to the Authority. 

SECTION 5. It is understood and agreed that the Authority will assign to the Paying 
Agent all its right, title and interest in and to this Guaranty Agreement, and the City 
hereby consents to such assignment and agrees to pay or cause to be paid all annual 
grants hereunder to the paying Agent in accordance with such assignment. 

SECTION 6. This Guaranty Agreement shall take effect immediately upon 
execution and delivery by all parties hereto and shall continue until the Authority shall 
have caused to be paid to the Paying Agent sufficient funds (otherwise unencumbered) to 
pay all principal and interest and expenses of redemption (if any) upon its Series 1986 
Bonds.

Purchase made by the Director of the Department of General Services to go 
into stores shall be paid from the fund provided for such purposes, and when as directed by the City Controller; said fund 
shall be reimbursed from other appropriations to the extent of deliveries made from stores.

RESOLUTION—Making Appropriations to pay the expenses of conducting the Public Business of the City of Pittsburgh and 
for meeting the debt charges thereof for the Fiscal Year, beginning January 1, 1986. 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF PITTSBURGH AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. That the Revenues of said City derived from taxes and other sources for the Fiscal Year beginning January 1, 
1986 and ending December 31, 1986 including therein cash surplus on hand at the close of Business on December 31, 1985, 
are hereby appropriated in the General Fund the sum of $276,825,408.00, an additional $11,000,000.00 Police and Fire 
Salaries, to be paid from Revenue Sharing Trust Fund, making a total Budget of $287,825,408.00, to pay the expenses of 
conducting the Public Business of the City of Pittsburgh and meeting the debt charges thereof during the said period 
beginning January 1, 1986 and ending December 31, 19B6 as well as all encumbrances incurred prior to January 1, 1986 for 
which services have not actually been rendered, or Supplies, Materials or Equipment actually delivered prior to 
December 31, 1985 and so reported to the City Controller. Said encumbrances shall be charged to the proper Appropriation 
Accounts against which encumbrances have been originally charged, and all unexpended balances of Appropriations 
remaining open upon the books of the City Controller at the close of the Fiscal Year 1985, shall be and the same are hereby 
ordered to be cancelled except such amounts as shall be required for payments for salaries and wages earned, services 
actually rendered or Supplies, Materials or Equipment actually delivered prior to December 31, 1985 and so reported to the 
City Controller, or such amounts as shall be directed to be carried over to the Fiscal Year 1986 by Resolution or Ordinance 
of Council. 
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SECTION 2. No liability shall be incurred against any appropriation item in excess of the unencumbered balance thereof, 
and said appropriation item shall be administered subject to and in conformity with the following terms and conditions: 


A. Data required for preparation of Payrolls shall be submitted to the City Treasurer 
in such form, and at such time as he may prescribe; this data to include records of 
employment, time worked, whether compensation is based upon hours or days worked, 
quantity of work performed, or upon a monthly or annual salary basis, and such 
other records or reports with reference to personal service as may be required. 

B. Payrolls shall be prepared by the City Treasurer upon the basis of such records 

or reports, and submitted by him to the respective Directors or Heads of Department 
or offices for approval and certificatipn in such form as he may prescribe. 

SECTION 3. No obligation shall be incurred by any department of the City Government other than for Salaries or Wages, or 
for necessary expenses of employees when engaged upon City Business, except through the issue of an order, stating the 
service to be rendered, work performed or supplies, materials or equipment to be furnished together with the estimated 
cost of the same.

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The Director ot the Department o( General Services li hereby authorised and directed to provide upon requisition by 
the head ol any department, all necessary supplies, materials, equipment and machinery lor such department! provided, 
however, that no requisition of any department shall be filled by the Director of the Department of General Services in 
escess of the unencumbered balance of the Appropriation properly chargeable, and that no order shall be issued by the 
Director of the Department ot General Services or by the bead of any other Department of the City Government, until It 
has been approved by the City Controller. Payments on account of direct purchase shall be made from the amounts 
hereinafter appropriated thereof respectively. Purchase made by the Director ol the Department of General Services to go 
into stores shall be paid from the fund provided for such purposes, and when as directed by the City Controller! said fund 
shall be reimbursed from other appropriations to the extent ol deliveries made from stores. 

SECTION 4. Council may» by Resolution of the Finance Committee from time to time, restrict expenditures from the 
Appropriations made hereby, both as to amounts of expenditures and the periods within which expenditures may be made, 
and also, by Resolution of the Finance Committee at any time cancel in whole or in part any unencumbered balance of any 

said Appropriations. 

SECTION 5. For purposes of Administration and Accounting Control, the Code Numbers indicated herein shall be 
considered as part ot the Appropriation titles.

$63,510,000 (The "Bonds"), initially dated 
as July 1, 1986 (the "Issue Date"). The 
Bonds shall bear interest at the rates of 
six percent (6%) per annum, payable on 
March 1,1986, and September 1 of each 
year, commencing March 1, 1987, and 
shall mature on March 1, 2014. 

SECTION 6 The Bonds shall be 
payable,with respect to interest,principal 
and redemption price,in any coin or 
currency of the United States of 
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America which,at the time of payment,is 
legal tender for the payment of public 
and private debts. 

SECTION 7 The Bonds shall be 
issued in the form of fully registered 
Bonds without coupons,in denominations 
of $5,000, and any whole multiple 
thereof. The Registrar for the Bonds 
shall register such Bonds,in the manner 
hereinafter set forth. 

Each Bond will be initially dated as 
of July 1, 1986 and thereafter each Bond 
will be dated as of the date of its 
authentication and will bear interest

781 as reenacted and amended, 53 P.S. .6780-1 et seq. ( the "Act"), without the 
assint of the electous, and putsuant to a Resolution of the City duly enacted by 
the City Council thereof and approved by the Mayor and duly recorded and 
published in the manner required by*law (the "Resolution"). 

The Bonds are issuable in the form of registered Bonds without coupons in the 
denomination of $5,000 or any whole multiple of $5,000. 
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The Bonds maturing on and after March 1, 1997, are subject to redemption 
prior to maturity on or after March 1, 1996, at the option of the City, in whole on 
any date or in part n inverse order of maturity and by lot within a maturity, on 
any interest payment date at the redemption price equal to one hundred percent 
(100%) of the principal amount thereof plus accured interest to the Redemption 
date. 

The Bonds maturing on March 1, 2014, are subject to mandatory redemption 
in part, prior to maturity, in the order of maturity, and by lot within a maturity, 
at par together accrued interest to the redemption date, on the dates and in the 
amounts and in the order specified in the Resolution. 

Any redemption of Bonds is required to be made upon notice of redemption 
given by mailing a notice by first class mail, postage prepaid, not less than thirty 
(30) nor more than sixty (60) days prior to the redemption date to the registered 
owners of Bonds to be redeemed at the addresses which appear in the Bond 
Register, maintained by the Paying Agent as Registrar (the "Registrar"). Neither 
failure to mail such notice nor any defect in the notice so mailed or in the mailing 
thereof with respect to any one Bond will affect the validity of the proceedings 
for the redemption of any other Bond. If the City shall have duly given notice of 
redemption and shall have deposited with the Paying Agent funds for the payment 
of the redemption price of the Bonds so called for redemption with accrued 
interest thereon to the date fixed for redemption, interest on such bonds will 
cease to accrue after such redemption date. 

In addition, a copy of each redemption notice shall be mailed to Moody's 
Investors Service, Inc., Standard & Poor's Dorporation, and The Bond Buyer, all of 
New York, New York, or their successors, provided such corporations or their 
successors are in existence and furnishing municipal investment information. 
Failure to mail such notices of any defects therein, shall not affect the validity of 
the proceedings for the redemption of the Bonds. 

If notice of redemption shall have been duly published and the City, on or 
before the redemption date, shall have provided funds for the payment of the 
principal of the Bonds so called for redemption and interest thereon th the date of 
redemption, interest on such Bonds shall cease to accrue after said redemption 
date. 

Reference is hereby made to the Resolution and the Act for a complete 
statement of the rights and limitations of rights of the owners of the Bonds, to all 
of which the owner hereof by acceptance of this Bond assents. 

This Bond is transferable, as provided in the Resolution, only upon the books 
of the Registrar kept far that purpose at the principal corporate thrst office of 
the Registrar, by the registered owner hereof in person of by his attorney duly 
authorized in writing, upon surrender hereof together with a written instrument of 
transfer satisfactory to the Registrar duly executed by the registered owner or 
such duly authorized attorney, and thereupon the Registrar shall issue in the name 
of the transf eree a new registered Bond or Bonds of the same aggregate principal 
amount and series Resignation,maturity and interest rates as the surrendered Bond 
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as provided in the Resolution and upon Payment of the charges therein 
prescribed. The City and the Paying Agent may treat and consider the person in 
whose name this Bond is registered as the holder and absolute owner hereof for 
the purpose of recieving payment of,or on account of,the principal or redemption 
price hereof and interest due hereon and for all purposes whatsoever. 

No covenant or agreement contained in this Bond or the Resolution shall be 
deemed to be covenant or agreement of any member,officer,agent or employee of 
the City in his individual capacity, and no official executing this Bond shall be 
liable personally on this Bond or be subject to any personal liability or 
accountability by reason of the issuance of this Bond. 

The proceedings authorizing the issuance of the Bonds have been duly 
approved by the Department of Community Affairs of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, and all other actions have been duly taken and conditions have been 
fulfilled which are requisite in connection with the issuance of this Bond, and in 
the creation of the debt of which this Bond is evidence. The debt represented by 
this Bond, together with all other nonelectoral debt of the City, as defined in the 
Act, is not in excess of any constitutional or statutory limitation. The City has 
convenanted in the Resolution to include in each annual budget of the City 
amounts sufficient to pay debt service on the Bonds when due, to amke annual 
appropriations of such amounts and to pay said debt service in full when due. The 
City has also convenanted in the Resolution to make no use of the proceeds of the 
Bonds which would make the Bonds "arbitrage bonds" as defined in the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1954, as amended, or any rule or regulation thereunder. The full 
faith, credit and taxing power of the City are hereby irrevocably pledged for the 
prompt and full payment of all the obiligations of this Bond and fulfillment of the 
covenants in the Resolution. 

The Bonds are also insured by AMBAC Indemnity Corporation (the "Bond 
Insurer") in accordance with Commitment for municipal bond insurance issued by 
the Bond Insurer. The payment of principal of and interest on the Bonds is 
unconditionallu guaranteed by the Bond Insurer in the event of nonpayment by the 
City when interest and principal on the Bonds become due. 

This Bond shall not be entitled to any benefit under the Resolution or become 
valid or obligatory far any purpose until it shall have been authenticated by the 
Certificate of the Paying Agent endorsed hereon.

SECTION 14 The Mayor is hereby authorized and directed to sign by 
facsimile signature each of the Bonds and there shall be imprinted on the Bonds a 
facsimile if the corporate seal of the City duly attested by the facsimile signature 
of the Director of Finance and countersigned by the facsimile signature of the 
City Controller or Deputy City Controller.

RESOLUTION providing far the resolution authorizing the City of 
Pittsburgh to incur lease rental debt in the amount of $15,975,000 by entering into 
an equipment lease and and amendment to an existing lease with City of 
Pittsburgh Equipment Leasing Authority at annual rentals in varying amounts 
which will be sufficient to pay the principal of and interest on the Authority's 
equipment revenue bonds, the proceeds of which will be used to pay the cost of 
acquiring equipment and refunding the Authority's outstanding series of 1982-A 
bonds, and paying financing costs relating to each series. 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF PITTSBURGH AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. PROVIDING FOR the resolution authorizing the City of 
Pittsburgh to incur lease rented debt in the amount of $15,975,000 by entering into 
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an equipment lease and an amendment to an existing lease with City of Pittsburgh 
Equipment Lease Authority at annual rentals varying amounts which will be 
sufficient to pay the principal of an interest on the Authority's equipment revenue 
bonds, Series of 1986-A, Series of 1986-B and Series of 1986-C, the proceeds of 
which will be used to pay the cost of acquiring equipment and refunding the 
Authority's outstanding series of 1986-A bonds, respectively, and paying financing 
costs relating to each series; approving the form lease and amendment and 
authorizing execution of the official statement relating to the Authority's bonds. 

WHEREAS, the City of Pittsburgh ("City") requires for its use from time to 
time certain automotive vehicles and other equipment (the "Equipment") to 
provide needed services for its citizens; and 

WHEREAS, the City of Pittsburgh Equipment Leasing Authority 
("Authority") was incorporated under the Municipality Authorities Act of 1945, as 
amended, pursuant of a resolution of the Council of the City for the purpose of 
leasing equipment to the City; and 

WHEREAS, the City has requested the Authority to purchase the Equipment 
and to lease the Equipment to the City; and 

WHEREAS, the Authority will agree to purchase the Equipment requested 
and to lease it to the City if it is able to obtain the required financing; and 

WHEREAS, there has been presented to this meeting an equipment leasing 
contract ("Series A Lease") which provides, interalia for the leasing of euquipment 
bvythe Authority to the City for rentals sufficient to pay the principalof and 
interest on certain bonds to be issued by the Authority; and 

WHEREAS,in order to provide financing for the purchase of a portion of the 
equipment, the Authority will issue its Equipment Revenue Bonds, Series of 1986- 
A ("Series A Bonds") in the principal amount of $5,700,000 bearing interest at 
rates and maturing on the dates and in the amount shown on Schedule A to this 
Resolution, under and secured by a trust indenture ("Series A Identure") from the 
Authority to Pittsburgh National Bank, as trustee ("Series A TVustee"); and 

WHEREAS, in order to provide far payment of principal of and interest on 
the Series A Bonds, the Authority will assign all of its rights to receive payment 
of rentals under the Series A Lease to the Series A Trustee; and 

WHEREAS, the City desires to undertake as a project ("Series A Project") 
the entry of the Series A Lease with the Authority; and 

WHEREAS, there has been presented to this meeting an equipment 
leasingcontract ("Series B Lease") which provides, interalia far the leasing of 
equipment by theAthority to the City for rentals sufficient to pay the principal of 
awnd interest on certain bonds to be issued by the Authority; and 

WHEREAS, in order to provide financing for the purchase of a portion of the 
equipment, the Authority will issue its Equipment Revenue Bonds, Series of 1986- 
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B ("Series B Bonds") in the principal amount of $5,000,000, bearing interest at a 
variable rate equal to a percentage of Pittsburgh National Bank's Prime Rate, but 
not in excess of 9.5% per annum in the principal amount of $5,000,000 maturing on 
the dates and in the amounts shown on Schedule B to this Resolution, under and 
secured by a Trust Indenture ("Series A Indenture") from the Authority to 
Pittsburgh National Bank, as Trustee ("Series B TVustee); and 

WHEREAS, in order to provide for payment of principal of and interest on 
the Series B Bonds, the Authority will assign all of its rights to receive payment of 
rentals under the Lease to the Series B TVustee; and 

WHEREAS, the City Desires to undertake as a project ("Series B Project") 
the entry of the Series B Lease with the Authority; and 

WHEREAS, the Authority has previously issued its Equipment Revenue 
Bonds, Series of 1982-A in the Aggregate principal amount of $5,275,000 (the 
"Prior Bonds"), all of which are presently outstanding; and 

WHEREAS, to secure payment of the Prior Bonds, the Authority, as Lessor, 
entered into and Equipment Leasing Contract dated as of October 1, 1982 with the 
City (the "1982 Lease"); and 

WHEREAS, in order to reduce the debt service payable on the Prior Bonds 
and the rentals payable under the 1982 Lease, the Authority desires to refund the 
Prior Bonds and to amend the 1982 Lease; and 

WHEREAS, there has been presented to this meeting an amendment to the 
1982 Lease (the "Amendment") which provides far a reduction in the rentals 
payable under the 1982 Lease; and 

WHEREAS, in order to provide for the refunding of the Prior Bonds, the 
Authority will issue its Equipment Revenue Bonds, Series of 1986-C ("Series C 
Bonds") bearing interest at a variable rate equal to a percentage of Pittsburgh 
National Bank'sPrime Rate,but not in excess of 7.5% per annum in the principal 
amount of $5,275,000 maturing on the dates and in the amounts shown on Schedule 
C to this Resolution, under and secured by a TVust Indenture ("Series C Indenture") 
from the Authority to Pittsburgh National Bank, as Trustee ("Series C Trustee"); 
and 


WHEREAS, in order to provide forpayment ofprincipal of and interest on the 
Series C Bonds, the Authority will assign all of its rights to receive payment of 
rentals under the Amendment to the Series C Trustee; and 

WHEREAS, the City desires to undertake as a project ("Series C Project"), 
the entry of the Amendment; and 

WHEREAS, notice of the following resolution has been duly advertised in 
accordance with Section 103 of the Local Government Unit Debt Act ("Debt Act"); 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE, AND IT HEREBY IS, RESOLVED THAT: 
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SECTION 1. The City shall incur indebtedness in amounts not to exceed 


(a) $5,700,000 to be evidenced by the Series A Lease; 

(b) $5,000,000 to be evidenced by the Series B Lease; and 

(c) in the amount of $5,275,000 to be evidenced by the Amendment. 

SECTION 2. The debt to be incurred, in all cases, ius lease rented debt and 
is to be incurred to enable the Authority to obtain financing for the Equipment 
and a reduction in rent payable under the 1982 Lease. The useful lives of the 
Series A Poiject and Series B Project are at least six years, and the remaining 
useful life of the project underlying the Series C Project is at least two years and 
six months. 

SECTION 3. The maximum aggregate principal amount of the Series A 
Bonds to be issued by the Authority and secured by lease rentals derived from the 
Series A Lease will be $5,700,000; the maximum aggregate principal amount of 
the Series B Bonds to be issued by t6he Authority and secured by lease rentals 
derived from the Series B Lease will be $5,000,000; and the maximum aggregate 
principal amount of the Series C Bonds to be issued by the Authority and secured 
by lease rentals derived from the Amendment will be $5,275,000. 

SECTION 4. The Council hereby directs that the necessary documentation 
be filed with the Department of Community Affairs of the Commonwialth 
ofPennsylvania so that the debt incurred hereunder may be approved as lease 
rental debt of the City. It is therefore hereby declared that the lease rental debt 
of the City to beincurred hereunder shall not exceed $15,975,000 which, together 
with all presently existing net debt of the City, will not be in excess of the 
limitations as set forth in the Debt Act. The Mayor, City Controller and City 
Clerk are hereby authorized and directed to prepare, verify and 
file the Debt Statement required by Section 410 of thge Debt Act, together with 
an application far approval of said indebtedness with the Department of 
Community Affairs as promptly as practicable and to do and perform all other 
acts and sign all other documents necessary and proper in connection therewith. 

SECTION 5. The maximum amount of rentals to be paid in each year under 
the Series A Lease,Series B Lease and the Amendment are set out on Schedule A, 
Schedule B and Schedule C, respectively attached to this Resolution. The City 
covenants that it will include the amount of such rentals in its budhet for each 
year in which each such amount is payable; that it will appropriate such amounts 
from its revenues for the payment of such rentals and that it will duly and 
punctually pay such rentals or cause them to be paid on the dates and at the 
places and in the manner stated in the Leases and the Amendment, as applicable 
according to the true intent and meaning of each. For such budgeting, 
apporopriaiian and payment, the City hereby pledges its full faith, credit and 
taxing power. 

SECTION 6, Pursuant to and subject to the provisions of the Muncipality 
Authorities Act of 1945, as amended, and upon receipt by the City of the Approval 
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of the Department of Community Affairs of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
to incur lease rental debt, the City shall enter into the Series A Lease, the Series 
B Lease and the Amendment with the Authority, substantially in the presented of 
the Series A Lease, Series B Lease and the Amendment Presented to this meeting, 
with such changes therein as shall be approved by the City Solicitor and the 
officers executing each such document such approval to be conclusively evidence 
by such execution. 

SECTION 7. The Mayor and the Director of the Department of General 
Services are hereby authorized and empowered to execute the Series A Lease, the 
Series B Lease and the Amendment far an on behalf of the City and the City Clerk 
shall attest the same and affix thereto the seal of the City. 

SECTION 8. The City consents to the assignment by the Authority of its 
rights under the Series A Lease to the Series B Trustee to secure the Series A 
Bonds, to the assignment by the Authority of its rights under the Series B Lease to 
the Series B TVustee to secure theSeries B Bonds, and to the assignment by the 
Authority of its rights under the Amendment to the Series C Trustee to secure the 
Series C Bonds. 

SECTION 9. The proper officers of the City are hereby authorized and 
directed to perform all acts necessasry and proper for the delivery of the Series A 
Lease, the Series B Lease and the the Amendment, the payment of rentals 
thereunder and the performance of all acts required thereby. 

SECTION 10. The distribution of a placement memorandum or official 
statement to the purchasers of the Series A, Series B and Series C Bonds and the 
use thereof by the Underwriter in connection with the offering of such Bonds are 
hereby authorized.

BONDED INDEBTEDNESS OF THE CITY IN COMPLIANCE WITH THE LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT UNIT DEBT ACT BY THE ISSUANCE OF GENERAL OBLIGATION 
BONDS IN THE AGGREGATE PRINCIPAL AMOUNT OF $190,000,000 TO PROVIDE 
FUNDS TO ADVANCE REFUND A PORTION OF THE CITY'S OUTSTANDING GENERAL 
OBLIGATION BONDS, SERIES OF 1985 AND TO PAY THE COSTS OF ISSUANCE OF 
THE BONDS; AND (1) DETERMINING THAT THE ADVANCE REFUNDING IS IN 
COMPLIANCE WITH PERMITTED PURPOSED UNDER THE ACT; (Z) DETERMINING 
THAT A PRIVATE SALE BY NEGOTIATION IS IN THE BEST INTEREST OF THE CITY; 
(3) ACCEPTING AND AUTHORIZING THE EXECUTION AND DELIVERY OF A 
CONTRACT FOR PURCHASE OF THE BONDS; (4) APPROVING THE INCURRENCE OF 
THE NONELECTORAL DEBT; (5) FIXING THE NUMBER, DAQTE, INTEREST PAYMENT 
DATES AND MATURITIES OF THE BONDS; (6) ESTABLISHING THE MEDIUM OF 
PAYMENT; (7) ESTABLISHING REQUIREMENTS FOR REGISTRATION AND 
TRANSFER; (8) PROVIDING FOR PAYMENT OF PRINCIPAL AND INTEREST; (9) 
PROVIDING FOR MUTILATED, DESTROYED, STOLEN OR LOST BONDS AND 
AUTHORIZING THE PREPARATION, EXECUTION AND DELIVERY OF ONE OR MORE 
TEMPORARY BONDS; (10) FIXING THE REDEMPTION AND MANDATORY TENDER 
PROVISIONS OF THE BONDS; (11) STATING THAT THE BONDS SHALL BE GENERAL 
OBLIGATION BONDS AND NONELECTORAL DEBT; (1Z) ESTRABLISHING THE FORMS 
OF THE BONDS; (13) AUTHORIZING THE EXECUTION OF THE BONDS; (14) PLEDGING 
THE CITY'S FULL FAITH AND CREDIT FOR THE PAYMENT OF PRINCIPAL AND 
INTEREST; (15) AUTHORIZING THE CREATION OF AN ACCOUNT WITHIN THE 
SINKING FUND; (16) AUTHORIZING THE APPOINTMENT OF THE PAYING AGENT, 
THE TENDER AGENT, THE REMARKETING AGENT, THE BOND REGISTRAR AND 
THE SINKING FUND DEPOSITARY; (17) AUTHORIZING THE FILING FOR APPROVAL 
OF SAID DEBT WITH THE DEPARTMENT OF COMMUNITY AFFAIRS AND 
AUTHORIZING THE PAYMENT OF THE REQUIRED FILING FEE; (18) ACCEPTING 
AND APPROVING THE FORM OF THE FINAL OFFICIAL STATEMENT AND 
AUTHORIZING ITS EXECUTION; (19) APPROPRIATING THE BOND PROCEEDS FOR 
DESIGNATED PURPOSES; (Z0) COVENANTING THAT THE BONDS WILL NOT BECOME 
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ARBITRAGE BONDS; (21) AUTHORIZING THE EXECUTION OF A NO ARBITRAGE 
CERTIFICATE; (22) AUTHORIZING AND DIRECTING PROPARATION, EXECUTION 
AND DELIVERY OF ALL REQUIRED DOCUMENTATION; (23) AUTHORIZING THE 
EXECUTION OF AN ESCROW DEPOSIT AGREEMENT, A TENDER AGENT 
AGREEMENT AND A REMARKETING AGREEMENT; (24) ACCEPTING AND 
AUTHORIZING THE THE EXECUTION AND DELIVERY OF THE COMMITMENT FOR 
MUNICIPAL BOND INSURANCE; (25) STATING THE RIGHTS AND REMEDIES OF THE 
OWNERS OF THE BONDS; (26) AUTHORIZING PAYMENT OF EXPENSES; (27) 
PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY OF SECTIONS; (28) ESTABLISHING THE EFFECTIVE 
DATE OF THIS RESOLUTION; AND (29) REPEALING INCONSISTENT RESOLUTIONS 
AND ORDINANCES. 

WHEREAS,it is necessary and in the best interest of the City, that debt be incurred 
by the City of Pittsburgh (the "City") in the amount of One Hundred and Ninety Million 
Dollars ($190,000,000) through the issuance of the Bonds hereinafter described (the 
"Bonds"), for the purpose of advance refunding the City's General Obligation Bonds, 
Series of 1985 maturing in 1997 and thereafter (the "Prior Bonds"0; and to pay the costs 
and expenses of preparing, issuing and marketing the Bonds (collectively the "Project"); 
and 


WHEREAS, the City has also heretofore authorized the incurrence of nonelectoral 
debt in the aggregate principal amount of $63,510,000; and 

WHEREAS, in order to implement the sale of the Bonds it will be necessary for the 
City to: 

(1) determine that the advance refunding of the Prior Bonds is in compliance with 
permitted purposes of the Act; 

(2) determine that a private sale by negotiation is in the best interest of the City; 

(3) accept and authorize the execution and delivery of a contract of purchase for 
the Bonds; 

(4) approve the incurrence of nonelectoral debt by the City; 

(5) fix the number, date, interest payment dates and maturities of the Bonds; 

(6) establish the medium of payment; 

(7) establish requirements for registration and transfer of the Bonds; 

(8) provide for payment of principal and interest; 

(9) provide for mutilated, destroyed, stolen or lost Bonds and authorize the 
preparation, execution and delivery of one or more temporary bonds; 

(10) fix the redemption and tender provisions for the Bonds; 

(11) state that the Bonds shall be general obligation bonds and nonelectoral debt; 
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(12) establish the forms of the Bonds; 

(13) authorize the execution of the Bonds; 

(14) pledge the City's full faith, credit and taxing power for the payment of the 
principal of and the interest on the Bonds; 

(15) authorize the payment of principal and interest from the sinking fund; 

(16) authorize the appointment of the Paying Agent Tender Agent, Remarketing 
Agent, Bond Registrar and Sinking Fund Depository; 

(17) authorize the filing for approval of said debt with the Department of 
Community Affairs; 

(18) accept and approve the form of the Official Statement and authorize its 
execution; 

(19) appropriate the Bond proceeds for designated purposes; 

(20) covenant that the Bonds will not be arbitrage bonds; 

(21) authorize the execution of a No Arbitrage Certificate; 

(22) authorize the preparation, execution and delivery of any other required 
documentation, 

(23) authorize the execution of an Escrow Deposit Agreement, a Tender Agent 
Agreement and a Remarketing Agreement; 

(24) accept and authorize the execution and delivery of the Commitment of 
Municipal Bond Insurance; 

(25) state the rights and remedies of the owners of the Bonds; 

(26) authorize payment of expenses; 

(27) provide the severability of sections; 

(28) establish the effective date of resolution; and 

(29) repeal inconsistent resolutions or ordinances. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE AND IT HEREBY IS RESOLVED,by the City Council of the 
City as follows: 

SECTION 1. The City hereby determines that the advance refunding of the Prior 
Bonds listed in the preamble to this Resolution is in accord with the purposes set forth in 
Section 1101 of the Local Government Unit Debt Act, Act of July 12, 1972, P.L. 781, as 
re-enacted and amended, 53 P.S. ,6780-1 et seq., (the "Act") such as the reduction of 
debt service over the life of the Prior Bonds. 
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SECTION 2. The City hereby determines that a private sale of the Bonds by 
negotion is in the best interest of the City. 

SECTION 3, The proposed Contract of Purchase (the "Contract of Purchase") dated 
August 6, 1986, between the City and Merrill Lynch Capital Markets, (the "Purchasers") 
for the purchase of Bonds, presented to this meeting and attached hereto and 
incorporated herein as Exhibit "A", is hereby accepted and the Mayor and City Controller 
or Deputy City Controller are authorized and directed to execute the Contract of 
Purchase and to deliver the accepted Contract of Purchase to the Purchasers. 

SECTION 4. Nanelectoral debt of the City be, and it hereby is, incurred in the 
amount of One Hundred and Ninety Million Dollars ($190,000,000), being the principal 
amount of the Bonds, for the purpose of providing funds to pay the cost of the Project. 

SECTION 5, The principal amount of nonelectoral indebtedness shall be evidenced 
by a series of general obligation bonds, entitled "City of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, 
General Obligation Bonds, Series B of 1986", in the aggregate principal amount of 
$190,000,000 (the "Bonds"), initially dated as of August 28, 1986 (the "Issue Date"). 
During the Initial Period, the Bonds shall bear interest at a rate not to exceed 5.7% per 
annum, payable on August 6, 1987 or the Mandatory Ternder Date (as hereinafter 
defined), if earlier. The term "Initial Period" shall mean the period commencing on the 
Issue Date and ending on the day proir to the Mandatory Tender Date but in any event no 
later than August 6, 1987. From and after the Mandatory Tender Date the Bonds shall 
bear interest until maturity at the Final Fixed Rate, which shall be that rate or rates, 
with such serial and term bonds, resulting in a true interest cost on the Bonds of 7.10% 
per annum and achieving a savings to the City of not less than $6,000,000 as shall be 
necessary to (1) enable the Remarketing Agent (as hereinafter defined) to remarket the 
Bonds on the Mandatory Tender Date at par and (2) provide sust anti ally level debt service 
over the term of the Bonds. Interest on the Bonds after the Initial Period shall be 
payable on March 1 and September 1 of each year, commencing on the March 1 or 
September 1 next succeeding the Mandatory Tender Date. The Bonds shall have a final 
maturity of March 1, 2007 and principal shall mature in such serial or be mandat or ily 
redeemed on March 1 of each year in accordance with the principal payment schedule set 
forth in Exhibit "B" which is attached hereto and incorporated herein, all as the 
Remarketing Agent shall determine. 

SECTION 6. The Bonds shall be payable, with respect to interest, principal and 
redemption price, in any coin or currency of the United States of America which, at the 
time of payment, is legal tender for the payment of public and private debts. 

SECTION 7. The Bonds shall be issued in the form of fully registered Bonds without 
coupons. During the Initial Period the Bonds shall be in denominations of $100,000, and 
any whole multiple thereof, after the Initial Period the Bonds shall be in denominations 
of $5,000, and any whole multiple thereof. The Registrar for the Bonds shall register 
such bonds, in the manner hereinafter set forth. 

Each bond will be initially dated as of August 28, 1986 and thereafter each bond 
will be dated as of the date of its authentication and will bear interest from the 
Mandatory Tender Date, the March 1 or September 1, as the case may be, immediately 
preceding the date of such Bond to which interest has been paid, unless the date of such 
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Bond is a date to which interest has been so paid, in which case from the date of such 
Bond, or if the date of such Bond is prior to August 6, 1987 or the Mandatory Tender 
Date, if earlier, in which case from August 28, 1986. However, if the City fails to ay the 
interest due on any interest payment date, then any such bond shall bear interest from 
the March 1 or September 1, as the case may be, immediately preceding the date of such 
Bond, to which interest has been paid, or if no interest has been paid, from August 28, 
1986 . 

The person in whose name any bond is registered at the close of business on any 
Regular Record Date (as defined below) with respect to any interest payment date will 
be entitled to receive the interest payable on such interest payment date notwithstanding 
the cancellation of such bond upon any transfer or exchange thereof subsequent to such 
Regular Record Date and prior to such interest payment date, except, if and to the 
extent that the City fails to pay the interest due on such interest payment date, such 
defaulted interest will be paid to the persons in whose names outstanding bonds are 
registered at the close of business on a date ("Special Record Date") established by the 
Paying Agent, hereinafter defined. The Paying Agent shall give notice of such special 
Record Date to all owners of Bonds not less than ten (10) days prior to such date. The 
term "Regular Record Date" with respect to any interest payment date means with 
respect to the Bonds the February 15 or August 15 immediately preceding such interest 
payment date. 

The Bonds may be transferred or exchanged only on the bond register (the "Bond 
Register") of the City maintained at the principal corporate trust office of Mellon Bank, 
N.A., Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, or its duly appointed successor (the "Registrar" and 
"Paying Agent"), in the City of Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. No transfer or exchange of any 
Bond will be valid unless made at such office and registered on the Bond Register. 

Every Bond presented or surrendered for registration of transfer or exchange must 
be duly endorsed, or be accompanied by a written instrument of transfer in form and with 
guaranty of signature satisfactory to the City and the Paying Agent, duly executed by 
the registered owner thereof or his duly authorized agent or legal representative. No 
service charge shall be made for any transfer or exchange of any Bond, but the City may 
require payment of a sum sufficient to cover any tax or other governmental charge that 
may be imposed in connection with any transferor exchange of Bonds. The City shall not 
be required to: (a) issue, or to register the transfer or exchange of, any bond during a 
period of fifteen (15) business days before any date of selection of Bonds to be redeemed; 
or (b) register the transfer or exchange of any Bond selected, being called, or called for 
redemption. 

Any portion of a Bond of a denomination larger than $5,000 may be redeemed, but 
only in the principal amount of $5,000 or any integral multiple thereof. Prior to 
selecting Bonds for redemption, the Paying Agent will assign numbers to each $5,000 
portion of any Bond of a denomination larger than $5,000 and will treat each portion as a 
separate Bond in the denomination of $5,000 far purposes of selection far redemption. 
Upon surrender of any Bond for redemption of a portion thereof, the Paying Agent will 
authenticate and deliver to the registered owner a new Bond or Bonds of similar term and 
tenor in any authorized denomination in an aggregate principal amount equal to the 
unredeemed portion of the Bond surrendered. 

Subject to the provisions relating to payment of interest to owners on the 
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appropriate record date the City and Paying Agent may deem and treat the person in 
whose name any outstanding registered Bond shall be registered upon the books of the 
City as the absolute owner of such Bond, whether such Bond shall be overdue or not, for 
the purpose of receiving payment of, or on account of, the principal and redemption 
price, if any, of such Bond and for all other purposes and all such payments so made to 
any such registered owner or upon his order shall b valid and effectual to satisfy and 
discharge the liability upon such bond to the extend of the sum or sums so paid, and 
neither the City nor Paying Agent shall be affected by any notice to the contrary. 

SECTION 8. The principal of and interest and premium, if any, on the Bonds shall 
be payable at the principal corporate trust office of the Paying Agent or of any successor 
paying agent appointed by the City, provided that interest will be paid by check mailed 
to the registered owners of the Bonds on the appropriate Record Date, unless written 
demand is made by such owner of not less than $500,000 aggregate amount of Bonds for 
payment by wire transfer of immediately available funds. 

All the bonds issued hereunder shall be negotiable as provided in the Act, subject to 
the provisions for registration and transfer contained herin and in the Bonds. 

SECTION 9. In case any Bond shall become mutilated or be destroyed, stolen or 
lost, the City shall execute and cause the Paying Agent to deliver a new Bond of like 
maturity and principal amount as the Bond, if any, so mutilated, destroyed, stolen or lost, 
in exchange and substitution for such mutilated Bond, if any, or in lieu of any substitution 
far the Bond, if any, destroyed, stolen or lost, upon filing with the City evidence 
satisfactory to it and complying with such other reasonable regulations as the City may 
prescribe and paying such expenses as the City may incur in connection therewith. All 
Bonds so surrendered to the Paying Agent shall be cancelled by it and evidence of such 
cancellation shall be given to the City. The Paying Agent shall advise the City be a 
certificate of the issuance of substitute Bonds. 

Pending the execution and delivery of the definitive bonds to be issued under this 
Resolution, the proper officers of the City, with the consent of the Purchasers, are 
hereby authorized to have prepared and to execute and deliver to the Manager of the 
Bonds hereby authorized one or more temporary typewritten or printed bonds for the 
aggregate principal amount of the Bonds authorized by this Resolution, which temporary 
bonds shall be in such denomination and amount as the said officers may determine, and 
shall be substantially of the tenor of the registered bonds to be issued hereunder, with 
appropriate omissions, insertions and variations as may be required. Each of said 
temporary bonds shall bear on its face the words "TEMPORARY GENERAL OBLIGATION 
BONDS, SERIES B OF 1986," and such temporary bonds shall be exchangeable at the 
office of the Paying Agent for a like principal amount of definitive bonds when such 
definitive bonds are ready for delivery. 

SECTION 10. Principal on the Bonds shall be paid, whether by maturity or 
mandatary sinking fund prior to maturity as set forth on Exhibit "B" hereto. The Bonds 
shall be subject to redemption prior to maturity at the option of the City as set forth in 
the forms of Bonds herein. 

Any redemption of Bonds is required to be made upon notice of redemption given by 
mailing a notice by first class mail, postage prepaid, not less than thirty (30) nor more 




than sixty (60) days prior to the redemption date to the registered owners of Bonds to be 
redeemed at the addresses which appear in the Bond Register. Neither failure to mail 
such notice nor any defect in the notice so mailed or in the mailing thereof with respect 
to any one bond will affect the validity of the proceedings for the redemption of any 
other Bond. If the City shall have duly given notice of redemption and shall have 
deposited with the Paying Agent funds for the payment of the redemption price of the 
bonds so called farredemptian with accrued interest theron to the date fixed for 
redemption, interest on such bonds will cease to accrue after such redemption date. 

Such notice shall state the redemption date, the redemption price and shall identify 
the bonds being redeemed. 

The city shall mail a copy of any redemption notice at least thirty (30) days prior to 
the redemption date to Standard 8c Poor's Corporation, Moody's Investors Service, Inc. 
and The Bond Buyer. Failure to file such notice or any defects in the mailed notice or in 
the mailing thereof will not affect the validity of the redemption. 

The Bonds shall be subject to mandatory tender on the Mandatory Tender Date as 
set forth in the "Form of Bond Prior to Mandatory Tender Date". 

SECTION 11. The Bonds are, and shall be, general obligation bonds and are, and 
shall be, nonelectoral debt of the City. 

SECTION 12. The forms of the Bond shall be substantially as follows:

(except as to rate of interest, date of maturity and provisions for redemption) amouting 
in the aggregate to the sum of One Hundred and Ninety Million Dollars ($190,000,000) 
and issued in accordance with the Local Government Unit Debt Act, Act of July 12, 
1972, P.L. 781 as reenacted and amended, 53 P.S. .6780-1 et seq. (the "Act"), without 
ther assent of the electors, and pursuant to a Resolution of the City dulyenacted by the 
City Council thereof and approved by the Mayor and duly recorded and published in the 
manner required by law (the "Resolution"). 

The Bonds are issuable in the form registered Bonds without coupons. During the 
Initial Period the Bonds shall be in the denomination of $100,000 on any whole multiple of 
$100,000. After the Initial Period the Bonds shall be in the denomination of $5,000 or any 
whole multiple of $5,000. 

The Bonds shall be subject to mandatory tender on the Mandatory Tender Date for 
a purchase price equal to one hundred percent of the principal amount thereof plus 
accured interest to the Mandatory Tender Date (the "Purchase Price"). The Mandatory 
Tender Date shall be a date established by Mellon Bank, N.A. (the "Tender Agent") which 
shall be notless than thirty (30) days nor move than forty-five (45) days after the date on 
which the Tender Agent receives notice from the Remarketing Agent that the Bonds can 
be remarketed at a true interest cost on the Bonds of 7.10% per annum to maturity and 
achieve a savings to the City of $7,000,000 (the "Interest Target Date"). On the Interest 
Target Date the Remarketing Agent shall give notice to the City, the Tender Agent and 
the Paying Agent stating that he Interest Target Date has occurred and setting forth the 
Final Fixed Rate on the Bonds. Not less than 5 days after the Interest Target Agent shall 
mail a notice to the owners of the Bonds which states in substance the following: 
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1) The date which has been established as the Mandatory Tender Date; and 

2) That on the Mandatary Tender Date the Owners must tender their Bonds to the 
Tender Agent or their Bonds shall be deemed to have been tendered to the Tender Agent

STATEMENT OF INSURANCE 

SECTION 13. The Mayor is hereby authorized and directed to sign by facsimile 
signature each of the Bonds and there shall be imprinted on the Bonds a facsimile of the 
corporate seal of the City duly attested by the facsimile signature of the Director of 
Finance and countersigned by the facsimile signature of the City Controller or Deputy 
City Controller, hi case of the absence or disability of any such official, the Bonds shall 
be signed by the City official authorized by law or by resolution of City Council to act in 
his place. The City Controller or Deputy City Controller of the City is hereby 
authorized and directed to deliver said Bonds to the Purchasers, at the Purchasers' 
expense and receive payment therefor on behalf of the City after sale of the Bonds in the 
manner required by law; provided, however, that said Bonds shall not be sold for less than 
that stipulated in the Contract of Purchase with accrued interest to the date of delivery 
and payment.

WHEREAS, the }oung newspaper 
had to struggle to obtain fees in hard 
currency from subscribers and 
advertisers, often accepting wheat, corn 
and fur pelts for payment; and 

WHEREAS, high among its editorial 
priorities was support for passage of the 
American Constitution, proudly printing 
the full text of the Constitution once 
Congress voted in favor of passage in 
1787; and 

WHEREAS, in 1840 the paper 
became a morning daily which published 
editorials opposing slavery; and 

WHEREAS, on August 2, 1927 the 
publication appeared in print for the first 
time under the name "Post Gazette" 
under ownership of the Block family;

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF PITTSBURGH AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. That the Revenues of said City derived from taxes and other sources for the Fiscal Year beginning January 1, 
1987 and ending December 31, 1987 including therein cash surplus on hand at the close of Business on December 31, 1986, 
are hereby appropriated in the General Fund the sum of $279,511,053.00 to pay the expenses of conducting the 
Public Business of the City of Pittsburgh and meeting the debt charges thereof during the said period beginning 
January 1, 1987 and ending December 31, 1987 as well as all encumbrances incurred prior to January 1, 1987 for which 
services have not actually been rendered, or Supplies, Materials or Equipment actually delivered prior to 
December 31, 1986 and so reported to the City Controller. Said encumbrances shall be charged to the proper Appropriation 
Accounts against which encumbrances have been originally charged, and all unexpended balances of Appropriations 
remaining open upon the books of the City Controller at the close of the Fiscal Year 1986, shall be and the same are hereby 
ordered to be cancelled except such amounts as shall be required for payments for salaries and wages earned, services 
actually rendered or Supplies, Materials or Equipment actually delivered prior to December 31, 1986 and so reported to the 
City Controller, or such amounts as shall be directed to be carried over to the Fiscal Year 1987 by Resolution or Ordinance 
of Council. 
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SECTION 2. No liability shall be incurred against any appropriation item in excess of the unencumbered balance thereof 
and said appropriation item shall be administered subject to and in conformity with the following terms and conditions: 

A. Data required for preparation of Payrolls shall be submitted to the City Treasurer 
in such form, and at such time as he may prescribe; this data to include records of 
employment, time worked, whether compensation is based upon hours or days worked, 
quantity of work performed, or upon a monthly or annual salary basis, and such 
other records or reports with reference to personal service as may be required. 

B. Payrolls shall be prepared by the City Treasurer upon the basis of such records 

or reports, and submitted by him to the respective Directors or Heads of Department 
or offices for approval and certification in such form as he may prescribe. 

SECTION 3. No obligation shall be incurred by any department of the City Government other them for Salaries or Wages, or 
for necessary expenses of employees when engaged upon City Business, except through the issue of an order, stating the 
service to be rendered, work performed or supplies, materials or equipment to be furnished together with the estimated 
cost of the same. 
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The Director of the Department of General Services is hereby authorized and directed to provide upon requisition by 
the head of any department all necessary supplies, materials, equipment and machinery for such department; provided, 
however, that no requisition of any department shall be filled by the Director of the Department of General Services in 
excess of the unencumbered balance of the Appropriation properly chargeable, and that no order shall be issued by the 
Director of the Department of General Services or by the head of any other Department of the City Government, until it 
has been approved by the City Controller. Payments on account of direct purchase shall be made from the amounts 
hereinafter appropriated thereof respectively. Purchase made by the Director of the Department of General Services to go 
into stores shall be paid from the fund provided for such purposes, and when as directed by the City Controller; said fund 
shall be reimbursed from other appropriations to the extent of deliveries made from stores. 

SECTION 4. Council may, by Resolution of the Finance Committee from time to time, restrict expenditures from the 
Appropriations made hereby, both as to amounts of expenditures and the periods within which expenditures may be made, 
and also, by Resolution of the Finance Committee at any time cancel in whole or in part any unencumbered balance of any 
said Appropriations.

Council aakes the laws governing the City of Pittsburgh; appropriates the Money for the operation of the 
City; approves Mayoral appointMnts; reviews the proposed Operating, Capital Inproveaent and Salary bidgeta, 
as subaltted by the Mayor, and enaots enabling legislation; regulates revonues and expenditures; Incurs debt; 
and carries out its duties as established by the Hone Rule Charter and state laws. 

Counoll has a staff including the Budget Controller's Offioe under the direction of the City Clerk. The 
City Clerk is eleoted by the aeabers of City Counoll, and la responsible for the due, proper and faithful 
perforaanoe of all ratters and things done and perforaed for the operation of City Counoll.

City Court bears all original utters prosecuted by the Pittsburgh Police Department, including arraign¬ 
ments and preliminary hearings in felony and misdemeanor oases, and trials Involving sumury offansae under 
the Pennsylvania Crimea Code and Pittsburgh Ordinances. 

Trafflo Court la responsible for adjudicating all violations olted under the Pennsylvania Motor Vehicle 
Code and Pittsburgh Parking Ordinances. 

Housing Court hears oases involving violations of various laws relating to housing, health, and safety, 
including Pittsburgh's Building Code, Zoning Code and Fire Prevention Code, and the Allegheny County Health 
Code. The Housing Court oversees the work of the Housihg Cllnlo whloh serves as the investigative and proba¬ 
tion arm of the Court.

■ake It unlawful to discriminate on the basla of raoe, oolor, religion, ancestry, national origin or plaoe of 
birth, aex, and non-Job related handloapa or dlaabllity In employment, houalng and publlo aooommodatlons. 
Suoh complaints are dealgnated aa ■formal" and may be filed by an individual or organization claiming to be 
aggrieved by an alleged discriminatory aot. The Commission may alao Initiate complaints In Ita own name. 

Formal complaints are lnveatlgated by the ataff and reported to the Commission for deaialona. Where 
dlaorlnlnation la found to exist, attempts are made to seek a aatlafaotory adjustment by voluntary oonollla- 
tlon. When oonolllatlon falls, the Commission nay hold publlo hearings, issue orders and otherwise aeek 
legal enforcement of lta deolaiona. 

In addition to formal complaints, the Commission la mandated to study and Investigate conditions having 
an adverse effeot on intergroup relations In the City of Pittsburgh. Aooordingly, the Commission maintains 
projects In community relations to attempt settlement of disputes or problems Involving prejudloe, Intoler¬ 
ance or intergroup tension. 

The Contraot Compliance Specialist, by Executive Order of the Mayor, coordinates activities to assure 
minority business participation In construction oootraots let by the City. This process Includes pre-award 
and post-award compliance monitoring. 

Commission members and staff participate In speaking engagements and similar public Information and teoh- 
nloal assistance activities to effectuate the goals of the Human Relations Ordinance. 

As part of Its work In fair practices oomplalnts, the Commission cooperates with the federal agencies 
having oonourrent Jurisdiction, namely the Equal Employment Opportunity Commission, and the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development.

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DEPARTMENT OF FINANCE 


The Department of Finance ia headed by the Director of Finanoe, who is appointed by the Mayor. Within 
the Finance Department are three divisions: Tax Collection, Treasury, and Real Estate. These divisions 
report to the Direotor through the Deputy Dlreotor/City Treasurer. 

The Tax Collection Division is responsible for oolleoting all revenues due the City. These functions are 
performed first by the Business Tax and the Wage and Occupation Tax Sections. These sections are assisted by 
the Audit and Investigation and the Aooounts Receivable Sections, who enforce compliance with the City s tax 
laws and oolleot delinquent taxes. The Terminal Operations Section supports the tax seotions by maintaining 
and updating all master tax files. 

The Treasury Division is comprised of three sections: Cash Management, Payroll, and Employee Benefits. 
The Cash Management Section invests all City funds to maximize interest earnings on available cash and 
manages the debt of the City. The Payroll Section is responsible for ensuring that City paychecks are 
distributed on a timely basis in accordance with all collective bargaining agreements and government 
regulations. The Employee Benefits Section administers the City's fringe benefit program. 

The Real Estate Division is responsible for collecting real estate taxes due the City and School District 
and conducting Treasurer's sales. The Three Taxing Bodies Section maintains and disposes of tax delinquent 
property owned by the City of Pittsburgh, County of Allegheny, and School District of Pittsburgh.

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DEPARTMENT OF PERSONNEL AND CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION 


The Department of Personnel and Civil Servioe consists of three functional divisions, each with a 
speoific area of responsibility and together serving the personnel needs of employees and the residents of 
the City of Pittsburgh. 

The Division of Employment Development includes the Civil Servioe Commission and has responsibility for 
recruitment, EEO reporting, Affirmative Aotion, investigations, record maintenance, physical examinations, 
test preparation and administration, and Job analysis. This Division is responsible for the implementation 
of personnel programs and polioies. This Division also insures that the City oomplies with all local, state, 
and federal legislation and oourt decisions regarding employment practices. The Division of Employment 
Development administers these personnel functions for all applicants for employment and all current 
employees. 

The Division of Organization Planning and Research is responsible for the researoh, design and implemen¬ 
tation of personnel programs, such as pay and classification, the Employee Assistance Program, the Employee 
handbook, employee orientation, performance evaluation, human resouroe utilization, employee benefits (i.e., 
deferred compensation) and administration of unemployment compensation. This Division is responsible for the 
design and implementation of broad training programs suoh as the New Employee Orientation Program and 
Exeoutive/Management training programs. This Division compiles and analyzes statistical data and other 
information for wage surveys, personnel research, labor negotiations and arbitration. This Division is also 
charged with developing various personnel policies and procedures and serves as staff to the Personnel 
Appeals Board. 

The Division of Employment and Training Grant Administration is responsible for providing training and 
employment to unemployed residents of the City of Pittsburgh through federally funded employment and training 
programs. This includes the planning, development, and administration of the JTPA-I program, all training, 
employability development, on-the-job training, placement, and Job development. This Division is responsible 
for the preparation of proposals and plans for federal funding, insuring compliance with federal laws and 
regulations, fiscal control and auditing, collection, maintenance and reporting of statistical data, nego¬ 
tiating oontraots, and monitoring the employment and training activities.

DEFARTHEHT O P CITY PLAHNIHQ 


Tho Department of City Planning functions under a nine-member City Planning Cowission appointed by the 
Mayor. Planning Commissioners nerve without pay for six-year ntaggered terms. The main function of the 
Department of City Planning is to sake recommendations to the Mayor and Council on the allocation of 
reeouroea to promoto the orderly developoent and redevelopment of the City. The renouroen which the 
Department deals with inolude private land, whloh is controlled through sonlng and subdivision regulations, 
and publlo funds for phyaloal oonstruotion, whloh are controlled through the Capital Program. 

The Commission is required by law to prepare and adopt a Master Plan. This requirement is net through 
the annual publication of a Six-Tear Developoent Program, whloh ooablnes in a single document the long-range 
plans for the City, the ourrent polioieo and programs for implementing those plana, and a reonmnnnded 
Six-Tear Capital Program of speolflo projects. In addition to the Six-Tear Development Program, the 
Department also assists the Mayor in the preparation of an annual Capital Budget and the Community 
Development Program. 

To fulfill its comprehensive planning responsibilities, the Department undertakes planning studies in 
various functional areas, including: housing, environment, transportation, recreation, and eoonomlo 
development. This work inoludea liaison with other City and governmental agencies and tbs monitoring of 
oonsultant studies. The Department also has been responsible for the development, administration, 
monitoring, and evaluation of the Community Developoent Blook Grant Program. 

The Department has responsibility for administering the Zoning Ordinanoe and sub-division regulations. 
Development proposals requiring zoning ohanges are reviewed by the planning staff and reoommendatlons are 
mde to the Planning Commission for its consideration. Varlanoes, special sxooptlons, and interpretations of 
the Zoning Ordinanoe are made by the Board of Adjustment, a three member board appointed by the Mayor with 
the approval of City Council. The 1985 Budget proposes that the staff of the Board of Adjustment be oomblnod 
with the Department of City Planning to improve coordination and formalise the relationship between the 
Department and the Board. 

The Department provides an ongoing mechanism for community participation through its community planning 
program. A professional planner is assigned on a full-time basis to each of a number of the large 
residential distriota within the City. This planner serves as prime liaison between the looal community and 
the City Planning Department, as technical assistant to looal neighborhood groups, and as development 
coordinator and expeditor of public activities within the community. This meobanlsa has permitted community 
groups and individuals to have a voioe in the most important recommendations made by the City Planning 
Commission, lnoluding those on the Capital Budget and on the Community Developoent Blook Qrant Program.

- Residential Solid Haste Collection and Disposition 

• Vaaant Lot and Hillside Maintenance 

- Animal Control 

- Rodent Control 

The Residential Solid Haste Division oolleota and disposes of household solid wastes on a weekly basis. 

The Vacant Lot Haintenanoe Division oleans and removes solid wastes from vacant City-owned lots and 
hillsides, In addition to outting down weeds and grass. 

The Animal Control Division Is responsible for the enforcement of the ordinances governing the City's 
animal population and animal owners. 

The Rodent Control Division has the responsibility of advising the general publlo on the oonneotloa 
between a neglected environment and rodent Infestations, along with monitoring the publio's oompllanoe with 
the City's Code of Ordinances governing solid waste management. In addition, the Rodent Control Division 
provides for the placement of rodentloldes. 

These four divisions oonstltute the major functions of the Environmental Servioes Department, thus 
reflecting Its purpose: striving for a clean and healthy environment. Hlth the cooperation of the oitisena 
of Pittsburgh, the Department Is constantly seeking ways to Improve its servioes and be a better asset to the 
City and Its people.

Organizationally, the Department of Publio Safety oonaists of a Direotor, Deputy Direotor and five 
operational branohes — Administration and Support Servioes, Polioe, Fire, Building Inspection, and fturgenoy 
Hedioal Servioes. Together, the department strives to meet the publio safety needs of our community. 

The Administration and Support Servioes Bureau includes three divisions and is responsible for 
coordinating many Department-wide activities. The Division of Research and Evaluation is responsible for 
planning activities, including City-wide disaster preparedness. The Division of Communication Services 
oversees the 911 community aooess system and all Departmental radio and dlspatoh operations. The Division of 
Training and Education Is responsible for all departmental training, and the coordination of publio and 
oommunity education programs. 

The Polioe Bureau is responsible for the protection of life and property, the enforcement of criminal and 
traffic laws, the prevention of crimes, the preservation of the publio peaoe, and the apprehension of 
criminals. The Division of Operations and Investigations is responsible for the operation of polioe 
districts throughout the City, the control of vehicular traffic, and the enforcement of laws and ordinances. 
This Division is also responsible for criminal investigations and missing persons. 

The Fire Bureau is responsible for the provision of fire prevention and fire protection servioes to the 
citizens and visitors of Pittsburgh. The Fire Prevention Division is responsible for fire prevention and 
Inspection activities, arson investigations, and building inspection. The Fire Suppression Division is 
responsible for the operation of the firefighting units located throughout the City. 

The Bureau of Building Inspection is responsible for all construction, demolition, oooupanoy, in-building 
life safety systems, and the issuance of all licenses and permits. The Bureau is responsible for the issuing 
of all building permits required by code for any repair, alteration, extension, additions, and all new 
construction in the city. It also issues all electrical, warm air heating, signs, sprinklers, and fire alarm 
permits. 

The Emergency Medical Services Bureau is responsible for the provision of emergency medical and rescue 
services to the residents and visitors of the City of Pittsburgh. The Ambulance Division is responsible for 
dally ambulance operations, providing life support services and transportation to those citizens critically 
ill or injured. The Rescue Division Is responsible for the provision of City-wide resoue services with the 
capability of safely rescuing victims from almost all forms of entrapment or peril, and in a manner that is 
medically acceptable. This Division also provides adjunct life support services to the Ambulance Division.

These responsibilities inolude the design and engineering of all aapltal projects in 
the City's oapltal budget and also the bidding, award, and monitoring of oonstruotlon oontraots through which 
the Capital Improvement Program is carried out. 

The Bureau of Engineering Is responsible for the design of all capital projects In the Capital 
Improvement Program. This Bureau prepares projects from the design phase to the oonstruotlon phase by either 
designing the project ln-house or by engaging all appropriate design and engineering consultants. 

The Bureau of Construction Is responsible for all of the Capital Improvement Program's oonstruotlon 
contracts. These responsibilities Inolude the day-to-day monitoring of all oonstruotlon contractors, the 
Inspection of all construction work In the field and testing lab, and the review and approval of all payment 
Invoices submitted to the City for work In conjunction with the Capital Improvement Program. 

The Offioe of Administration Is responsible for administrative, personnel, and financial activities 
within the Department of Engineering and Construction. These responsibilities Inolude; the preparation of 
departmental budgets, the monitoring and administration of departmental oontraots, and all other 
administrative processing required to Insure the smooth operation of this Department. 

Through the operation of these three divisions, the Department of Engineering and Construction aarrles 
out the City's Capital Improvement Program In the most professional and oost-effeotlve manner possible.

The Department of Public Works is responsible for maintaining and improving the city's systems of 
streets, bridges, sewers, and cable communications. 

The Bureau of Operations is divided into divisions which are responsible for maintaining the City*s 
streets, roads, sewers, signs, and communications. 

The Construction Division contains special work crews that are oapable of performing a variety of special 
and regular maintenance projects that would be more expensive if performed by contractors. Many small 
projects oan be built quickly by this division in instances where regular maintenance will not suffice. 

The Street and Sewer Maintenance Division is responsible for maintaining the City's streets, sewers, and 
catch basins. This division also supervises the Heavy Equipment Section and Street Repair Program. The 
Traffic Control Division maintains the City's traffic oontrol system. 

The Painting Division paints all lines on City streets and produces all traffic control signs. It is 
also responsible for the painting of a variety of equipment which the City uses and maintains. 

The Bureau of Cable Communications regulates the City's oable franchises.

In addition to an Informational effort whloh maintains open lines of oommunioatlon 
between the Department and the publlo, community meetings are scheduled to provide greater forums for 
discussion and planning of reoreatlonal needs. The Department oontlnually surveys the iopaat of Its programs 
and facilities while at the sane time striving to Improve the effectiveness of Its operations.

On May 1, 1984, the City of Pittsburgh entered into a Lease and Management Agreement with the Pittsburgh 
Water and Sewer Authority to insure the continued operation of the existing water and sewer system, and to 
implement a seven (7) year oapital improvement program. Under the terms of this Agreement, the City aots as 
Agent to operate and maintain an efficient and effective water and sewer system for the customers served by 
the system. 

The Department of Water is comprised of four (4) divisions which coordinate to deliver to our customers a 
potable water supply safe for human consumption and in an adequate amount to insure fire protection for the 
communities supplied. 

The Administration Division includes the Steno-Clerical, Accounting, Customer Service, Accounts Receivable, 
and Inventory Control Sections. The Steno-Clerical and Accounting Sections provide support services for the 
day-to-day operation, management and control of activities generated by other Water Department divisions. 
The Steno-Clerical Section also provides a 24-hour emergency response and radio dispatch operation. The 
Customer Service Section is responsible for reading water meters, providing proper information to City 
Information Systems for billing, and receiving and responding to customer inquiries about Department of Water 
services. The Accounts Receivable Section is responsible for monitoring customer accounts and taking 
whatever steps are neoessary to collect on delinquent accounts. The Inventory Control Section monitors a 
perpetual inventory of materials and equipment located at various locations and utilized by all operating 
divisions. 

The Distribution Division includes the Operation and Maintenance Section and the Service Section. The 
Operation and Maintenance Section is responsible for the operation and maintenance of 1,200 miles of pipe, 
25,000 valves, 7»000 fire hydrants, and other appurtenances that make up the water distribution system. The 
Service Section provides a similar service for that portion of the distribution system that lies between the 
main and the customer's curb stop, commonly known as the service line. The Service Section is also 
responsible for water meter installations and repairs and the preliminary investigations of complaints. Both 
the Distribution Section and * the Service Section are divided into the Mission District and the Brilliant 
District which serve equally divided geographical areas. 

The Purification and Pumping Division is involved in the treatment and purification of raw water, and is 
responsible for the operation and maintenance of nine (9) pump stations, seven (7) reservoirs and seven (7) 
storage tanks. This division includes the General Office, Operation and Maintenance, and Laboratory 
Sections. The Operations and Maintenance Section operates and maintains the pumps, clarifiers, filters, 
valves and other appurtenances necessary to provide potable water to the reservoirs and storage tanks. The 
Laboratory Seotion constantly monitors the quality of water at various locations to Insure that all required 
standards are met and to provide test information to the Operations and Maintenance Section for proper 
treatment measures. The Laboratory 13 certified by the Environmental Protection Agency in Bacteriology, Wet 
Chemistry, Organic Chemistry and total Trihalomethanes. 

The Engineering Division acts as the liaison between the Department of Water and the Department of 
Engineering and Construction for the effective implementation of the Pittsburgh Water and Sewer Authority's 
$260 million Capital Improvement Program. The Engineering Division is also responsible for the management of 
capital improvement projects that are the direct responsibility of the department.

RESOLUTION— Fixing the number of officers and employees of the City of Pittsburgh, and the rate of compensation 
thereof, and setting minimum levels for designated positions. 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF PITTSBURGH AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. That from and after the first day of January, 1987, the number of officers and employees of all Departments 
of the City of Pittsburgh, and the rate of compensation thereof, shall be and the same are hereby fixed and established as 
herein set forth. 

SECTION 2. To ensure the capacity of the City to provide an effective level of Municipal services which will meet the 
economic, physical and social needs of its citizens, residents, visitors and neighborhoods during the Fiscal Year for which 
this Resolution shall be in force, those positions designated by Section 3 of this Resolution shall remain filled for the entire 
Fiscal Year, subject to any reasonable time periods required to replace existing officers or employees who leave City 
employment for any reason during that Fiscal Year. There shall be no reduction in the number of filled positions so 
designated unless authorized by a Resolution amending this Budget Resolution, in accordance with Section 507 of the Home 
Rule Charter of Pittsburgh. In adopting this Resolution It is the intention of Council to provide funding for the annual 
Budget at a level which will enable all Departments and Units of City Government so designated to be staffed, equipped 
and maintained at the levels mandated herein. 
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If, during the Fiscal Year, the Executive Branch determines that the number of employees so mandated in any program can 
be reduced without substantially effecting the level of services to be provided, the Mayor may request an amendment to 
this Resolution to accomplish that reduction, and shall include with any request of that nature the reasons for the reduction 
and evidence as to the impact of that reduction upon the level of services provided.

WHHEREAS, the Act further 
requires that the aggregate trust fund to 
be managed by a Board of Trustees; 

NOW, THEREFORE, be it ordained 
by the Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
as follows; 

SECTION 1: The Pittsburgh Code 
is hereby supplemented by the addition 
of the following new chapter: 

Comprehensive Municipal 
Pension Trust Fund 
Chapter 176 

176.01 Board of Trustees. There is 
hereby established pursuant to the 
requirements of the "Municipal Pension 
Plan Fu n di ng Standard and Recovery 
Act" (Act No. 205 of 1984, Public Law 
1005, 53 P.S. 895.101 et seq) (hereafter 
"Act") a Board of Trustees to be known 
as athe Board of Trustees of the 
Comprehensive Municipal Pension Trust 
Fund to establish a trust fund to be 
known as the Comprehensive Municipal 
Pension Trust Fund and to invest and 
otherwise manage the assets of said fund 


in accordance with the requirements of 
the Act. 

176.02 Membership: The Board of 
Trustees of the Comprehensive Municipal

176.03 Terms and Filling of 
Vacancies. Each appointed member of 
the Board shall serve for a term of four

pension plans. Any vacancies created by 
the resignation, death or removal of an 
appointed member shall be filled by 
appointment of the Mayor, subject to the 
approval of Council, fir the unexpired 
portion of the appointed member's 
term. Each elected member of the 
Board shall serve for a term of four (4) 
years. Any vacancies created by the 
resignation, death or removal of an 
elected member shall be filled by a 
special election of the active 
membership of the applicable pension 
plan for the unexpired portion of the 
elected member's term. 

176.04 Compensation Members of 
the Board of Trustees of the 
Comprehensive Municipal Pension Trust 
Fund shall serve without compensation.
